THE NEWS FROM PARIS. 

The following dispatch, received from Paris 
last night by the Courier Des Etats Unis, of 
this city, gives a clear view of the military situa- 
tion of France as seen by the people of Paris at 
that ume: Nes {rom the army is now awnited 
apxiousiy as the decisive moment drawe 
near, The ‘formation obtained dy the War 
P*partment shows that Prussia is concentra- 
ting a great army of invasion, consistipe of 
750,000 men, between Cologne and Rastadt. 
It is certainly ascertained that there are no 
longer more than 250,000 men in Alsace and 
Lorraine. The leaders of the French army 
are making preparations to resist this tide 
of imvaders.. More than 400,000 men 
will de brought togetber between the 
Vosages and Moselle within two days. 
The bulk of the army remains 
concentrated about Metz, where the first de- 
tachment of the corps of McMahor and of 
that of De Failly arrived yeaterdyy. The re- 
treat of these corps was effected in good 
order. 

The vartial‘abandonmeat of Alsace by our 
troops gives rise to lively anxie ty for the fate 
of Strasbourg. The city is well supplied with 
war materials, food and ammunition, but the 
limited numbers of the garrison excite fears 
that it cannot hold oat long. 

One of the first efforts of the new minister 
of war has been to remedy defects in supplies 
which occasioned the demoralization of our

WILLIS ON DICKENS. 


Willis went to see Dickens, then little 
known, in 1855,.and wrote: 
“In the most crowded part of Holborn, 
ey a door or two of the Bull and Mouth 
Ion (the great starting and stopping place of 
the stage coaches) we pulled up at the entrance 
of a large building used for ee! chambers. 
Not to leave me fiiting in the Macrone 
asked me to dismount with — foliowed 
by a long — t of stairs to an upper story 
and was into an un ted and 
bleak - room, with a deal table, two 
or three chairs aud a few books, a small doy 
and Mr. Dickens ſor the gory I waa only 
struck at first with one thing (and I made a 
memorat dum of it that evening as the strong- 
est instance I had seen of E obsequl- 
ousness to employers), the degree to which 
the poor author was overpowered with the 
honor of his publisher’s visit! I remember 
saying to pha self, as 1 sat down on a ricketty 
fellow, if you were in Amer- 
ica with 1 de face and your ready quill 
you would bave no need to ne condescended 
to by a publisher.’ Dickens was dressed v 
much as he has since described Dick Swivei- 
ler—minus thé swell look. His hair was 
cropped close to his bead, his clothes scant, 
though jauntiy eut. j m, after changing a 
Hen cmee coat for a shabby blue, he stood 
by the door, collarle-s and buttoned up, the
